WASHINGTON CITY. 

Washington, Sept. 29. — The 
deaf-mule colony of this city and 
neighborhood was startled on Satur- 
day evening by brief items in the 
afternoon papers mentioning the 
death of George, the younger of the 
Keyser boys, on the railroad tracks 
neai his homo in Henning, across 
the Eastern Branch. Several, in- 
timate with the family, went to the 
saddened home at once, there to 
express their sorrow and extend 
their sympathy and leain the full 
particulars of the iragic affair, 
while others went to the Eastern 
Morgue to identify the mutilated 
body which was brought over for 
fuller identification, and held 
pending Investigation and action by 
the city Coronet. 

The terrible death of this bright 
and happy and popular young mau 
has cast a gloom over a wide circle 
of friends of the Keyser family, and 
the funeral yestci day afternoon was 
attended by several score of mutes 
from the city, several from Balti- 
more, and people from all the re- 
gions about the village, and it was, 
perhaps, the longest and perhaps 
the saddest funeral Henning neigh*' 
borhood has ever had. 

George W. Keyser was in his 
twenty-third year, and wassohooled 
as was his brother Charles, in the 
Kendall School finishing in Principal 
Donison's class. For some time 
past he iiad been engaged with a 
gang Of Carpenters in the enlarge- 
ment of the Henning Race Course, 
not far from his cosy, happy home 
in the village, and in going to and 
coming from work it was his cus- 
tom to take a convenient path in- 
stead of the round about road, and 
this requires a short dis'.uiee cover- 
ed over by the cross! ies of one of 
four tracks used by fast and all 

kinds of trains every few minutes, 

night and day. George had an idea 
that if he walked upon the left 
track he was perfectly safe, as 
trains invariably take the right. 
Just as he was about to turn off the 
track and take the path leading up 
to his home for dinner on Friday, 
a shifting engine wilh a cabose at- 
tached came rapidly around the 
curve, and though the bell was 
rung and the whistle was blown and 
the engineer thought the man would 
surely get out of the way, the poor 
boy was struck by the fore bumpers, 
ami mangled beneath the wheels, 
death ensuing either instantaneous- 
ly or before the body was picked up. 
It is said that his only sister, Miss 
Sadie, whose veiy idol he was, was 
one of the first to reach the scene 
after the tragedy, and identified 
her brother's mangled body only 
from the clothing he wore, and 
though anything but well, this nil I 
bore up bravely until her brothei's 
body was brought home Sunday 
afternoon in a gray while coffin, 
and the fa< o sewed up with no less 
than seventy-four stitches, then she 
swooned, and for a time her con- 
dition was alarming, but the Key- 
sers have many friends, and from 
early Friday afternoon till last night 
the house was thronged with those 
who not merely sympathize wilh 
the atllieted, but realise fully the ter- 
rible strain brought upon them, 
tenderly watched over and cared 
for them as over frail and delicate 
little children. 

Mr. Nicholas K. Keyser is a 
merchant of the village, and has 
associated with him his elder son 
Charles, whose wife is a mute, with 
a young child. The mother of the 
young people went to Keyser, in 
wilds of West Virginia on a visit to 
relatives a week before, and it, was 
with difficulty that they informed 
her of her favorite boy's death. 
She arrived just after noon yester 
day, in time to attend the funeral. 
Young Keyser was confirmed in 
St. John's Protestant Kpiscopal 
Church about live years ago, during 
Kev. Mr. Whildin's early ministra- 
tions here, and the family attend 
All Saints' Chapel, a mission nearby 
Trinity Church, to which the deaf- 
mutt* mission is also attached. Uev. 
Dr. Deyorsoek, of Trinity, conduct - 
ed the services yesterday, assisted 
by Mr. Geo. t FUok, in 1 he absence 
Of Mr. Whildin, who conducted 
services, I think, last night in 
Wheeling. 

Long before I he hour of the 
funeral people began to arrive from 
all tin 1 region round about, and the 
certege from the home to the church 
and thence too the burial plaee two 



miles away was along one, scores of 
Vehicles and several hundred afoot 

The floral tributes were numerous 
and beautiful. The long, yet 
beautiful service of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church for the dead, was 
read, and about all them pervaded 
a solemnity and a feeling lhat is 
rarely seen even at a funeral of 
some great personage whose life 
would seem communicated with 
those gathered to pay their last 
tribute of respect to their inemoiy. 
The pall beaiers were Intimate 
friends of the deceased, and all 
deaf-mutes— H. S. Edington, Will 
Lowell, Simon Munduoini, Harry 
Carr, John Flood and Fred. Har- 
rison. 

Dr. Henry 11. Hempler, for years 
the leading optican here, d ed sud- 
denly a week ago. Dr. Hempler 
came south with a New York 
regiment early in the Civil War, 
and after a forced march in the 
Wilderness or atChannellsville, and 
eithei ahead of or behind Stone- 
wall Jackson's immortal foot 
cavalry, he said he lay down and 
was picked up for dead and oame 
near being buried. He recovered all 
but his heaiing, and on that be 
spent thousands of dollars, both at 
home and abroad, and all in vain, 
lie was a most clever gentleman. 
1 was talking with him a dav or two 

before his death. 

James Gilbert, about 4, r > years and 
colored, was found sick in a lumber 
yard and died ere he reached a 
hospital one hot. day in August, and 
was buried in a pauper's grave. 
Most of his friends knew nothing 
at all of his death. Gilbert was 

schooled at Columbus and was for 
a year or two in lUe college lie 
was very bright and liked by all 
wdio knew him. He was a grano- 
lithic paving layer and an expert 
at harness dressing. He worked 
for some of the very best firms in 
Washington, and earned good 
wages, lie complained of stomach 
trouble The cause of his death 
was heart dise a s e . 

Mr. aud Mrs. Gilbert C. Kriokson 
have sei themselves up at house- 
keeping on Eleventh Street, not far 
from Kendall Green, and Mr. and 
Mis. 11. K. Q. Nicholson, are like- 
wise domiciled out in the northeast, 
not far from the Green. Mrs 
Nicholson has been in Louisiana 
with her husbands' kin for some 
months. They now have a family 
of tour. 

Willie Lowell is now working in 
the Blind Men's Printing establish- 
ment on the avenue, above the old 
Corcoran An Gallery, and helps lo 
get out H monthly thai Robeit Bell, 
of Alexandria, does some general 
choies on. 

Arthur Tucker, of Richmond, and 
Elmer Butterbaugh, of Baltimore, 
both printers, are said to be work- 
ing here, ■out they have kept in 
the woods so far, according to the 
mutes that know them. 

With a couple of College students, 
the scribe made a visit to the jail to- 
day to see Frank Layden, who has 
been con lined theie several months 
awaiting trial on the charge of steal- 
ing a valuable gold watch and a sum 
of money from a gentleman, who 
employed him at limes. Layden 
gives a much different story to that 
of the detectives, the loser of the 
watch and money, and others. He 
denies that he is guilty of the charge 
and lays it upon a professional bur- 
glar with whom he was associated 
merely as a friend in one of the 
Mission houses The waloh in 
question it is claimed Layden pawn- 
ed in Baltimore, his old home, alier 
endeaoiing to dispose of it forcash 
at various j ew e lry stores. Th< 
will go on trial in Ihe criminal com t 
In tbe course of ,i week or two, and 
the mule will be represented bv good 
counsel. Layden has an unsavory 
reputation Though schooled at 
Frederick City, he has been of a 
roving disposition that has leu him 
lywhere, into about everything 
but good company. He claims lo be 
a blacksmith and somewhat of a 
fighter wilh gloves or bare knuckles 
The detectives say that he h 
criminal recoid, and is wanted in 
several cities north ami south. Dr. 
Hudson, of Ihe jail staff, says he 
has every feature ol" the criminal 
class born in him. There are two 
or three other mute-negroes in jail 
eithei doing sentences or awaiting 
trial for theft. One of them is the 
notorious Hall, one of the sleekest 
back door and window hoisting 
crooks in tbe eouuti

made. Truly this is charity of a 
certain kind. This motion was 
about to be put lo a vote when an- 
other member took the rostrnm and 
added an amendment — that the 
be referred to Dr. Chamber- 
lain, so lhat something which would 
be of substantial benefit to the old 
man might accomplished. He add- 
ed that he knew the applicant for a 
number of years and believed his 

a worthy one, but that \ 
small amount asked from the guild 
would not go fat, and it would not 
belong before additional help wonld 
be needed; that the natural persons 
to support this old man was his 
daughters; if (hey would not, then 
some means should be found to 
compel them to do so. 

During the time this member 
was on the rostrum, all sorts of 
remarks wore flung at him by 
members w ho seem to lack sufficient 
intelligence to grasp his meaning, 
ov were actuated by unworthy 
niotiies. 

Another member, who is noted 
more for the graceful manner in 
which ho uses signs than for his 
sincerity, responded with "diplo- 
macy" which is "all things to men" 
— making flattering remarks about 
Ihe previous speaker — and capped 
the climax by moving that, the 
money asked be given the old man, 
and this before any investigation 
had been made. Without voting 
down the amendment, the original 
motion was put to a vote and 
carried. Talking about indescri- 
ininate charity, the Brooklyn Guild 
leads the procession. 

rtain members ol the Biooklyn 
Guild, who dare lo have opinions 
as to how its charity fund should 
be expended, are put dowa as 
enemies of the guild This is more 
especially tine if they happen to be 
in the minoiity and their opposition 
is distasteful lo the others, whereas 
these members are its true friends; 
on the other hand members who, so 
eak, ride two horses, each go- 
ing in opposite direction at one 
and tbe same time, who flatter aud 
fawn in order lo gain power and at 
the same time always have excuses 
ready for not serving, either as offi- 
or upon committees, are some- 
how regarded as benefactors of the 
organisation. Alas I Alas ! ! 

It is not pleasant to write such a 
letter as this one, but at times in 
order to do good it is necessary to 
say sharp things that hit Ihe mark. 
The Brooklyn Guild professes to be 
a charitable organization, but too 
frequently its charity is misdirected. 
It hasa Constitution and By-Laws 
but these are only considered when 
suits certain members. It often 
" loans" money to peeple who are 
able hut will not repay, while one 
former member actually misappro- 
priated ti hisown use money which 
belonged to the guild. 

Yel nothing is done to betlei 
things. Whatever is bad is allowed 
to become worse through petty op- 
position, jealousy and inefllcient 
and this is likely lo con- 
tinue indefinitely.

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Withoi / seeking 10 disparage 
the German (or Pure Oral) Method 
of education the deaf, the remarks 
to The editor of the Deak-Mutes' 
Jouknai., which were made by an 
educated gentleman, lorn in 
many, weuld seem to snujjeat a line 
of thought not hitherto pr ese nt e d in 
dealing with metbodBof education. 

This Germai is a deaf- 

mute, unusually successful in hie 
avocation, and possessed of more 
than ordinary intelligence and 
habit* of observation. He recently 
attended a religious service con- 
ducted in the **itrn language. He 
understood it perfectly, and volun- 
teered the statement that it was dif- 
ferent in Germany, where such ser- 
<•« were conducted orally, and 
the deaf depoodent •ntucly upon 
lip-reading to understand or benefit 
by what the preacher said. He 
avowed that not one in a hundred 
understood oral preaching. Further 
lie made t! ; tiding state- 

ment that there were many crimi- 
nals an • deaf of Germany. 
That in Berlin, where the deaf po 
pnlation is estimated at two thou- 
sand, cases of arrest were of ai < 
daily occurrence, and lie contrasted 
this with the condition of things in 
the United where arrests for 
ciime committed by deaf-mutes 
were few and far between.

at school, there is seldom a death to 
chronicle, which speaks well for the 
system and care and sanitary con- 
ditions of the institution. Of the 
five deaths above referred to, two 
<'d from sickness, one was 
-ntally shot, and the locomo- 
tive and trolley car, respectively, 
crushed the lifeontof theothei two. 
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The Des Moines contingent at the 
School for the Deaf, will have left 
for that seat of learning ere this 
appears in print, and it will have 
gotten under way for another 
school year. The superintendent 
announced the opening of school 
several days ago. In his announce- 
ment, he predicts a prosperous and 
successful year. Several new faces 
will appear among the corps of 
instructors. It is not our place to 
comment upon these suffice it to 
say that we trust they will give 
satisfaction to all concerned. 

In speaking of the beginning of a 
new school year, it may not be amiss 
to comment upon the whole in gen- 
eral. The facilities for the accommo- 
dation of both pupils and instructor 
as well as for the industrial schools 
has been considerably hampered on 
account of the destruction of the 
main buildings by the fire of a little 
more than a year ago. A frame 
building was erected for temporary 
school purposes last year, and it 
meets the demands as far as that 
goes, but more new and substantial 
building are urgently needed to 
meet the requirements of the school. 
This condition has given rise to the 
question of the removal of the 
school to a more central location. 
Comment for and against the re- 
moval has not reached the aggressive 
stage as yet, thought it Iras been 
mentioned In a quiet way. 

With constant regularity the 
legislature has been approached 
with the question of making ap- 
propriations for an eastern state 
school for the deaf. The requests 
so far have not met with the 
M that was expected, because 
of the ample accommodations pro 
vided at the school at Council 
Bluffs. But since the great fire 
things have changed considerably, 
and those who favored an addi- 
tional school in the eastern part of 
the state now come out for one 
more centrally located. It is ex- 
pects*! that when the legislature 
convenes early next January, it will 
take up the question and solve the 
problem as regards the needs of an 
additional school. While it is yet 
too o*>rly to p*«4iet with any dag re* 
ertatnty what the outcome will 
be, it is conscientiously believed that 
a more central location is generally 
favored, and that the removal will 
ultimately be adopt' 

The resident deaf of Des Moines 
have been up in arms the past few 
weeks over the tactics of a couple 
of deaf peddlers, who invaded the 
city for the purpose of carrying on 
selling soap. All went well till 
their methods were discovered, then 
a protest signed by the regularly 
employed mutes was published in 
two of the city papers, exposing the 
methods of the peddlers, which was 
believed to be detrimental to the 
interests of the resident deaf. In 
reply, a grand stand play was made 
for the purpose of soliciting the 
sympathy of the prlblic in their be- 
half as against the bona fide mute 
residents. The protest was made 
not so much against peddling as 
the use of a card which bore the 
unmistakable evidence of soliciting 
for alms, "I am a deaf-mute. I 
"1 cannot get < nough work to| 
make my living." Please buy some 
"soap." It is a disgrace for any 
Intelligent deaf-mute to stoop so low 
as to complain of being unable to 
"get enough work to make a living" 
when those among whom they come 
have steady em] !' bj not 

the willingness lo work, for employ- 
ment can be obtained readily, but 
the eagerness to grasp something 
for little effort is made evident. 
More honorable employ merit can 
be found than the peddling ofsoap, 
and xgested that those mutes
